Programme Notes 


Ruslan and Luydmila Overture Michael Glinka 


Ruslan and Luydmila was composed by Michael Glinka as 
the overture to his second opera and is based on a poem of 
Pushkin. Glinka was one of the first nationalist Russian 
composer's to become well known outside his country. The 
overture remains in one tempo range throughout (Alla 
Breve-Presto) and is based on two contrasting themes. 
The overture moves faster than the opening Presto for the 
finale of the piece. This transcription was completed for 
the Goldman Band by Franz Henning in 1937 and provides 
great technical and musical challenges for the wind band. 


Petite Suite de Ballet Eric Ball 


Eric Ball composed the Petite Suite de Ballet for brass 
band in 1957 as a test piece for competition in Britain. 
Eric Ball was one of the most prolific composers for brass 
bands who, after a long association with Salvation Army 
bands, conducted several leading contesting bands in 
England. The Petite Suite de Ballet includes solos which 
test all sections of the band presented in an approachable 
compositional style. 


Comedians’ Galop Dmitri Kabalevsky 


Comedians’ Galop by Russian composer Dmitri 
Kabalevsky is a brief but very fast ride transcribed for 
brass band by Frank Wright. 








Royce Hall Suite Healey Willan 


Canadian composer Healey Willan had an active career as 
a church composer, choirmaster and organist in Toronto 
and was for many years an administrator at the Royal 
Conservatory of Music. His Royce Hall Suite was 
composed for the University of California at Los Angeles 
Band in 1960. The piece opens with a prelude and fugue 
for full band followed by a movement for solo winds 
marked Allegretto grazioso. The suite ends with a march 
very much influenced by the “Pomp and Circumstance” of 
English wind composition. 


Quebec Folk Fantasy | Howard Cable 


The Quebec Folk Fantasy is an _ entertaining and 
affectionate medley of familiar Quebec folk tunes. Howard 
Cable is one of Canada’s best known musicians. <A 
sraduate of the Royal Conservatory of Music in both oboe 
and composition, his Cable Concert Band broadcasts were 
heard throughout the United States and Canada, bringing 
his composing, arranging and conducting skills to a wide 
public. Performed by the smaller chamber winds ensemble, 
_ this piece shows his great skill as an orchestrator for the 
wind band. | 


Hopak Raskolniki David R. Holsinger 


David R. Holsinger was born in Kansas City, Missouri in 
1945. He is well known as a composer of pieces for band 
written in what he calls his “pounding early Stravinski 
style”. Composed in 1980, Hopak Raskolniki is a high 
energy adaptation of the Russian Hopak - a dance in duple 
time. 


Finlandia Jean Sibelius 


Finlandia was composed by Jean Sibelius in 1899 and has 
become one of the most frequently programmed orchestral 
concert pieces. Sibelius studied composition in Finland, 
Berlin and Vienna and is considered the nationalist music 
voice of his country. His soaring romantic melodies are 
often linked with the wind and the crashing brass chords in 
this composition frequently said to represent ice. 


Three Dance Episodes Aram Khachaturian 


The Ballet Spartacus by Armenian composer Aram 
Khachaturian was premiered in 1956 in Moscow. His 
romantic music is brilliantly orchestrated and was carefully 
transcribed by Donald Hunsberger for the Eastman Wind 
Ensemble. The Three Episodes contain dances selected 
from the ballet including Dance of the Greek Slave, Dance 
of a Roman Courtesan, General Dance, Dance of Phrygia 


and Sword Dance.

Cam Walter was recently appointed Assistant 
Professor of Music Education and Performance. He 
coaches brass chamber ensembles, teaches applied 
trombone and euphonium and courses in instrumental 
music and jazz education as well as conducting the concert 
band.
